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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1 and 9 iiave been amended. Claims 1 and 3-9 are allowable. 

Examiner's Statement of treasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art is considered to be Pines (US 6,426,058), which indicates that it can be 
advantageous to dissolve a noble gas in a liquid prior to hyperpolarizing the noble gas, 
but does not specifically teach the claimed solvents, and is primarily concerned with 
optical pumping as a method of hyperpolarization, rather than dynamic nuclear 
polarization. The unexpectedly increased polarization achieved by preparing a mixture 
of xenon, an alcohol or toluene solvent, and a free radical and performing DNP in the 
examples of the present application are also acknowledged.
